At 
she age of twenty-eix he wae appointed 
second in command of a great army. He 
conquered Italy at the age of twenty- 
eight. When Nelson took him in hand 
and checked his career in Egypt he was 
still under thirty years of age. He be- 
came Emperor of the French before his 
thirty-fifth birthday. 
Hie great victory 


at Auaterlitz was WOE by a man of 
thirty-six. 
Waterloo found Mm still 


confronting hit great opponent while he 
was only forty-iix years ot age, and he 
died at St. Helena When only fifty-two 
years of age. 
Surely never before was a 


aalf^centnry of time filled in with so 
much stirring activity, as many inci- 
dents fraught with great consequences to 
millions of human beings. Assuredly 
Napoleon enjoyed if any man ever did, 
that "crowded hour of glorious life" 
which is. worth "an age without a 
name."

If I had not Rignod tho pledge 
with you i:; tho days of my youthful 
temptation I should probably have gone 
tins way of a majority of my early com 
panions who liv.'il drunkard's lives and 
aro now filling drunkard's graves."

COURT'S OB ARGE. 


The charge to the Grand Jury by 


Judge Stout, was a brief, cloar explana- 
tion of their duties. In part it was as 
follovs: 


Tlu list we have before us is an unusu- 


ally lengthy one, 
ranging from the 


highest crime known to the law, down to 
the most trivial ones. Most of the_ of- 
feuson were committed in one section of 
the ec'unty. The cause of this is well 
known. There are great improvements 
being made in the lower end of the coun- 
ty anil this brings a large Dumber of 
non-residents to that part. Tboie are 
two classes. One an orderly, hard-work- 
ing class, who buve a legitimate right to 
be in the county and the other a class, 
who come under the guise of workmen, 
and it is these people 'we have to deal 
with nt this court. 


Thi Court enlarged upon the oath and 


affirmation taken by the Grand Jurors, 
clearly defining their specific duties. 


Asi-ault and battery wag largely dwelt 


upon, Judge Stout explaining in detail 
exactly what this term means. The 
charg'i did not include any explanation 
on tho crime of murder Monday morning 
as this will be specially defined later. 


HEPORTS OP CONSTABLES. 


Netirly all of the oonstables answered 


the call. Constable Alton H. Smith, of 
Bensiilom, returned tbo roads in good 
condition except at one point, which is 
comp ained of by a number of people. 
The Court directed that he notify the 
supervisors and the railway company to 
abate the nuisance complained of, in de- 
fault of which action will be taken 
against them.

Meehan was sentenced to 6 months on 
the larceny charge and sentence BUB 
pended on tho others. 


James P. Hennessey, an old offender, 


pleaded guilty to a charge of nuisance 
committed in Bristol. He was given six 
months at hard labor.

Wal- 
ler denied that he bad seen the McElroy 
girls that evening. 


Elizabeth Digman, a little girl, testi- 


fied that Waller had made improper ad- 
vances to her. 


Cassie McElroy was recalled to the 


stand and said Waller was the right man 
to the best of her knowledge. She did 
not seem to be positive in her identifica- 
tio'n. 


Waller was found guilty and was given 


two years in the Eastern Penitentiary. 


GUILTY OF OPEN'LEWDNESS. 


Patrick Heffy, charged with open lewd- 


ness, pleaded gull ty and refused to have 
a, lawyer to defend him. 
He was sen- 


tenced to three months in the county jail. 


The first case to be tried when court 


opened Tuesday afternoon was that of the

Vingezo Oarbi, charged with assault 


and battery with intent to kill, and carry- 
ing concealed deadly weapons was next 
arraigned. The jury called in the pre- 
ceding case was in the box. Senator 
Webster Grim, appeared for the prisoner. 


Sinapo Taciatatory said on the 6th of 


September he was working at Morrisville 
when he was shot. The witness was told 
to identify his assailant. He did so by 
going to the prisoner's dock and laying 
bis hand on Carbi's head.

- MOREISVILLE RIOT CASE. 


The next case was that of the State vs. 


Oasnial Karpanala and twelve other Ital- 
ians charged with riot and inciting riot 
and Cyrus Belmont assault and battery 
and Antonio Pliaro, carrying concealed 
deadly weapons. 


The defendants were represented by 


Lewis R. Bond, Esq., and I. J. Vanarts- 
dalcn, Esq. 


Tony Perrine, who was acting as fore- 


man at Morrisville during the evening the 
alleged riot occurred, was the first wit- 
ness called by the Commonwealth. Per- 
rine said he was sitting under a tree one 
evening about 6 o'clock when a night- 
gang of the Italians, who had been told 
to go to work and refused, chased him 
away and one of their number knifed 
him in the side. Ferrine said the mun 
hod refused to go to work and attempted 
to prevent another gang from working. 
The workmen curled him and started to- 
wards him. Perrine ran and fell. Put- 
ting his hand to his side he found that he 
bad been stabbed. 
Others appeared on 


tbe scene and he was saved from further 
injury. 


Fred E. Dyer, the contractor, said the 


alleged riot occurred on August 6. Dyer 
said en the evening he went to the Ital- 
ian shanties to find out why the night- 
gang had not commenced work as it WHS 
past tbe time set to start. Tbe men re- 
fused to go and others were ordered to 
work. 
Dyer turned and started away 


when he heard a yell and upon looking 
around saw Perrine lying on the ground 
with the Italians running after him. The 
foremost onj had a shovel. Dyer pulled 
his pietol and kept the gang away from 
tbe injured foreman until he could be es- 
corted from the place. 


The Morrisville riot case was resumed 


when court convened Wednesday morn- 
ing. The defense called the entire squad 
of Italian prisoners and to each put the 
following question: "Did yon have any 
knowledge of what was happening in true 
crowd of workmen?" 


"No," was the answer from each and 


everyone. 


The jury rendered verdicts of guilty 


in all the cases, end fpund Cyrus Bel- 
inont guilty of assault. Antonio Pharo 
wns acquitted of carrying concealed 
deadly weapons and the costs placed on 
the county. 


Each prisoner wag fined $20 and 
to 


undergo -an Imprisonment in the county 
jail for two months, sentence to be 
computed from tbe time of their 
ar- 


rets, and at the expiration of the sen- 
tence to enter into their own recogniz- 
ance to keep the peace for two years. 


COMMITTEEMEN APPOINTED.

State to Fight Scale In Bucks. 


Assembly-muD Joseph S. Thomas was 


in Hurrisburg yesterday for the purpose 
of having the Division of Zoology State 
Department of Agriculture, send experts 
to Bucks counts to give practical orchard 
demonstrations in the methods of making 
and applying insecticides. Mr. Thomas 
has been assured by H. A. Surface, the 
economic zou oftist, that he will send a 
force of expcris to the county. The Bris- 
tol Assemblyman has been given charge 
of tho work in Bucks to make arrange- 
ments for the field or orchard meetings, 
and as soon as the foliage has disappeared 
the State ospirtB will visit the various 
townships wilh their machines and give 
practical dem mstrotions of spraying for 
San Jose acal<, which will be about the 
middle of October. The San Jose scale 
is one o the worst enemies that the farm- 
er has to cont( nd with, and tho State Ag- 
ricultural Department has devoted an im- 
mense amount of time and energy and 
spent thousands of dollars experimenting 
to obtain a solution that will kill the 
scale. The department has been reason- 
ably successful and is now engaged in the 
educational work of teaching the farmers 
and owners of orchards th'e successful 
method of con bating the scale plague. 


Many Bucks county orchards have been 


infected and tho presence of men with 
scientific and practical knowledge, who 
will demonstrate in the fields or among 
the trees, 
wll> undoubtedly be warmly 


welcomed. Further details will be given 
later.
